In view of the freedom 
of social life, the almost universal 
serving ol liquor, and the extremely 
youthtnl age at which girls now ap' 
pear in society, it is surprising at the 
scandals in society life are not more 
numerous and flagrant. But liberty 
is not license, aud because a young 
girl in Washington society enjoys au 
almost unrestricted freedom, it does 
not follow that she has not that strong 
sense of propriety and the sense ol 
self-respect which enables her to pass 
through temptation unharmed.
